French Communists 
Incite Violence 


Paris, Oct. 8—Spreading violence broke out in 
France’s Communist-led: five-day-old coal strike and 
one person was killed and 33 injured. The strike 
spread to ports and railroads, and the government 
ordered coke oven operators back to work under 
threat of fines and jail terms if they refused. 

Most prolonged fighting was in Micheville, near 
Nancy, where 500 troops battled striking coal miners 
with clubs and tear gas for five hours. 

The troops fought into the Micheville Steel Mill 


which had been occupied 


But the strikers finally reoccupied the mill. 
soldiers and two strikers were injured. 


by striking coal miners, 
Eight 
The strikers 


captured seven soldiers, but later released them un- 


harmed. 


The strikers had occupied the mill in order 


to preverit any of their number going back to work 


at its coke oven.

OST British people will

SETYPAPAME. tT am somewhat puz- 
zled about the American dish 
which you call ‘cobbler’.

Once I 
have enten it with a crust of the 
baking powder biscuit dough, and 
the other night it had a topping of 
rich crumbs. Are oll these what you 
call ‘cobblers’?” 


“No, they are four separate and 
distinct ‘desseris," I explained. “A 
real cobbler, mnde in the American 
tradition, consists of a 2-inch layer 
of sweetened, stewed or canned fruit 
in a baking dish. To be a cobbler, 
this must be topped with. a thick 
cake-llke batter and baked.

INE is the story of 4

aristocracy stationed there, Were 
same hand-picked teachers allowed 
to see the outside world. Of these. 
but uw handful were non-Communist. 

I was perhaps one in a hundred 
thousand teachers in Soviet Russia 
to draw the lucky oassignment. My 
-unblemished record as a none 
partisan citizen who had never cn- 
gaged in any political activity in- 
sured my appointment as an 
Instructor in natural sciences in the 
dlplomatic school in America. 

In the hospital, where I am dic- 
lating this from’ a sick bed, thry 
tell me It was the will of God that 
my life be spared so that my story 
be given to the world. It must be 
so. For it is really the story of 
most of the teachers, of the 
majority of the women of my coun- 
try. In fact, it is the story of my 
people, for I am a typical daughter 
of Russia. 


Reaching Vainly 


EFORE -my -leap to frecdom, I 

2 spent two yeurs and two months 
in, the United Stntcs vainly reaching) 
out for a share in the falryland life 
of America from which I’ was shut 
off, Although I fell In love with the 
country from the day of my ar- 
rival on June 15, 1946, I found it 
impossible to establish contact with 
Americans because I was_ virtually 
under surveiilance all the time. This, 
was the routine for Sovict citizens 
abroad. . 

It took q supreme sacrifice, to 
which I was driven by sheer

HOSE’ small sailing beats on 
which enthusinstle boys put so 
much tlme shaping, fintshing and 
rigging, are more than toys. The 
bullders take hobby seriously, Scores 
of clubs in) Europe and America 
demonstrate that model yacht mak- 
Ing is a rent sport, and there ore 
many more amateur designers who 
do not belong to clubs, 


The American Modet Yacht Club 
satls Its fleet in New York harbour 
off Bay Ridge and in Central Park. 
The Brooklyn Club has races” In 
Prospect Park Lake,. The Milford 
Club !n Nova Scotia has an intet- 
national reputation. San Francisco 
and cltles on the Great Lakes and in 
many inland towns all-have clubs. 
Thousands watch the club races. 


Club regattas recognise 
classes of craft, based on size. The 
largest size has water lines more 
‘than 48 inches, Racers keep to thelr 
classes Just as knockabouts and 
40-footers do in real yachting. 
Racers say thant yachts less than 
three feet long are too small to be 
handled properly,
